The main 
event has been the raffle for an auto- 
mobile, and one year the priest raffled 
a number of machines. Chances were 
sold in saloons, cigar stands and by 
canvassers who visited factories and of- 
fice buildings. Even Italian fruit ped- 
dlers in their daily visits through down- 
town buildings offered chances for sale. 
Assistant Won Auto. 
The interesting developments in the 
last raffle, at the Coliseum last winter, 
were described by Father Spigardi him- 
self to a Post-Dispatch reporter who 
sought from him an explanation of 
Riccardi’s legal activities in connection 
with the raffle. Father Spigardi said 
it came about thus: 
Miss Leggei Bell of 1457 Arlington 
avenue sold 10 chances on the automo- 
bile, a $2200 Dorris car, to Father Pas- 
quale Mele, who was Father Spigardi's 
young assistant in the Italian parish. 
Father Mele paid $1 for them. The auto- 
mobile drawing was held, and it was 
not until several days afterward that 
Father Mele discovered, among his 19 
tickets, the winning number. 
Now it so happened that once before 
a priest in Father Spigardi's parish had 
held the lucky number and won an auto. 
As the winner had the choice of taking 
the machine itself or cash for the 
amount of its cost, the priest took the 
cash and generously donated the money 
to the church. 
Father Mele, upon discovering himself 
in possession of the winning ticket, was 
not to be outdone. He would follow 
Frecedent. So he told Father Spigardi 
to put the price of the machine. $2200, 
in the church and school funds. Then 
Father Spigardi announced in the press 
that the winner of the auto had decline. 
to acept it, and had donated it to the 
church. 
So far, bravo! 


Asks $1000 for Number. 
But two days later Father Spigardi 
was dumfounded when Father Mele de- 
manded $1000 for having held the win- 
ning number. In the explanations that 
followed Father Mele made the startling 
arsertion that on the previous night 
“the shadow of his dead father” had vis- 
ited him and advised him to ask $1000 for 
the machine. 
Father Spigardi protested and Father 
Mele insisted. Finally Father Spigardi 
took $500 out of the carnival receipts and 
gave it to his assistant. Next day 
Father Spigardi gave $500 more to Fa- 
ther Mele. 
Forthwith Father Mele abandoned the 
parish house and never returned. Fa- 
ther Spigardi investigated and learned 
that his assistant was living at the Ho- 
tel Jefferson, where he was the constant 
companion of Lawyer Riccardi.

Saloniki Dispatch Says. Prince 
George Takes Throne With 
Venizelos Real Power. 


DISTURBANCE IN SALONIKI 


Greek Volunteers Attack Garri- 
son and French Prevent 
Serious Trouble. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Sept. 1.—King Constan- 


tine of Greece has abdicated, accord- 
ing to the British official press rep- 
resentative at Saloniki, who says 


the King has abdicated in favo? of 
the Crown Prince, with former Pre- 
mier Venizelos as the power behind 
the throne. The new policy, he re- 
ports, will be to work with the en- 
tente allies. 

According to this information, Pre- 
mier Zaimis will remain at the head 
of the Government. 

The correspondent questions 
whether the entente allies desire the 
active assistance of Greece. 

The correspondént at ~“Saloniki of 
Reuter’s Telegram Co., under date of 
Wednesday, also sends the report that 
King Constantine of Greece has ab- 
dicated, adding: Pending confirmation 
it must be mentioned with all reserve. 
The correspondent says the report is 
that the King has abdicated, that the 
Greek Crown Prince has been appointed 
regent and that Alexander Zaimis, sup- 
ported by ex-Premier Venizelos, retains 
the premiership. This dispatch adds 
that the general mobilization of the 
Greek army has once more been or- 
dered. * 

Disturbances at Saloniki. 
The beginning of a revolution in 
Macedonia is reported in a Reuter 
dispatch yesterday at Saloniki. Fight- 
ing occurred in Saloniki, the corres- 
pondent adds, but serious trouble was 
prevented by the intervention of sol- 
diers of the entente allies. 

“The revolution claimed its first 
victims at 4:30. o’elock this morn- 
ing,“ the correspondent cables. “Cre- 
tan gendarmes and Macedonian vol- 
unteers surrounded the barracks of. 
the Greek infantry in Saloniki and 
exchanged shots with the garrison. 
But for the intervention of the allies 
the consequences might have been 
more serious. 

“After half promising to partici- 
pate in a demonstration arranged 
yesterday by a pro-ally committee, 
the Greek troops finally repulsed. 
During the night pro-ally volunteers 
made a determined attempt to seize 
the barracks, but failed. It is as- 
serted one gendarme was killed, and 
that two were wounded. The losses 
of the Loyalists have not been as- 
certained.” 

Another dispatch to Reuter’s Tele- 
gram Co. says that when the volunteers 
ascertained the regulars were unwilling 
to co-operate with them they surround- 
ed the barracks in the night, cut the 
water main and electric fight wires and 
shut off food supplies. 

A detachment of 60 regulars attempted 
to break its way out to obtain supplies. 
Its surrender was demanded and when 
the regulars refused, the volunteers 
fired shots in the air. The regulars re- 
plied with a volley, whereupon the vol- 
unteers opened fire on them, compelling 
them to return to the barracks. 

The allied commander, Gen. Sarrail, 
intervened to prevent further bloodshed. 
Altogether, according to the latest re- 
ports, three men were killed and one 
gendarme and two volunteers were 
u ounded. 

Men Will Join Revolution. 

The soldiers refused to treat with the 
rev“Mutionists, but accepted allied medi- 
ation. It was agreed that the. soldiers 
should be disarmed and interned at 
Camp Zeitinlek, outside the city. The 
officers were permitted to retain their 
swords, pledging themselves not to in- 
terfere with the revolutionists. The bar- 
racks were handed over to the French. 
It is understood a number of the offi- 
cers and a considerable proportion of the 
men sympathize with the revolutione ry 
movement and will now join it. 

It also is reported that the «ntire gar- 
rison at Vodena went over to a commit- 
tee representing the revolutionists. The 
garrison at Fort Little Karaburun re- 
fused to recognize the committee, where- 
upon revolutionists surrounded the fort. 
After news had been received of the 


regulars at Little Karaburun yielded. 
All opposition to the revolutionary 
committee in the affected portion of 
Macedonia appears to have vanished. 
The committee will now take over the 
functions of Government and is expect- 
ed to proclaim a general mobilization. 
Prompt action by the French comman- 
der, who detailed a strong escort to pro- 
tect the Saloniki garrison and marched 
it through the streets in the afternoon 
has had the effect of clearing the at- 
mosphere. 

It is reported from Greek sources at 
Saloniki that the entire force of about 
8000 men under Col. Chistodoulos, which 
left Seres several days ago to resist the 
Rulgarian invasion of Macedonia, has 
been captured by the Bulgarians.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1. 

HE text of the Adamson bill, which brotherhood leaders say

Statement by Railroads. 

A statement was issued at publicity 
headquarters of the railroads that prep- 
arations for a strike next Monday were 
proceeding without regard to prospects 
of congressional action. 

Following is the text of the state- 
ment:

Keeps Crewd Laughing. 

For almost an hour Garretson kept the 
crowd laughing with quaint expressions 
and humorous stories. When he had 
only three minutes left in which to 
speak, his brother presidents urged him 
to answer the question of power to post- 
P/ a strike. He suddenly became se- 
rious, stood erect, gazed at the ceiling 
foi a moment and then began to speak. 

We have been asked,“ he said slow- 
ly, “if we have the power to defer this 
strike. It has been called for next 
Monday. I have the power to defer that 
date in my organization, but in the 
other organizations the situation is dif- 
ferent. The heads of the other broth- 
erhoods cannot call back the strike or- 
der. 

“But here is where I stand. For years 
my men have trusted me. When I 
stood before the President the other 
night and he asked me if this could be 
done I found my Gethsemane. To the 
men who have made me the recipient 
of all these things I owe my first obli- 
gatior. I can put it off, but if I did 
without gaining a satisfactory settle 
ment there would linger in the minds 
of those who have trusted me thoughts 
of treachery... If 1 put it off, across a 
fair record of 0 years would be written 
the word Traitor.“ 

For a moment the witness paused. 
Tears came into his eyes. He started 
to speak, but choked. Then he threw 
out his arms, lowered his eyes to the 
crowd and in a low voice asked, Can 
1 face it?“ and dropped into his chair. 
A few seconds later he left the cham- | 
ber. 

Carter Assails Arbitration, 

Presidént Carter of the firemen’s 
brotherhood, in assailing arbitration as 
having worked out unfairly, declared 
that Charles Nagel of St. Louis, former 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor, was 
named as arbitrator in a railroad case 
and that later, when the uniohs learned 
he was trustee of an institution holding 
$12,000,000 worth of stock in lines includ- 
ed in the negotiations, the Government 
declined to remove him from the board 
of arbitration. 

President Stone of the enginemen told 
the committee that since wage. disputes 
began the railroads had pleaded pov- 
erty and had declared proposed increas- 
és would drive them into bankruptcy, 
but they had also always managed to 
surviye. Time and a half overtime pay 
is not new, he sald, as the railroads 
pay it in their shops without serious 
results, and they could do it on the 
road as well if they desired. 

‘The man engaged in freight traffic 18 
practically a slave,” he declared. “He 
cannot take his family out without per- 
mission from the callers’ office. He 


cannot go to the grocery without noti- 


fying the caller. If he does and the 
caller fails to get him the first time 
he is disciplined; on the second offense 
he is discharged.”’ 

“So far we have refused nothing,“ 
Garretson declared with tears stream- 
ing down his face. We have only said 
that if others refuse to do anything we 
will do nothing.“ 

He described all of the contending 
parties to the hearing as vultures 


hovering about the carcass of the pub-/ 


lic. The public, he said, would pay the 
bill in the end in any event. 

„The public will pay, as it always has 
paid,“ he said, but it won't pay for 
the increased wage. As it has for many 
generations, it will pay for overcapital- 
ization. 

„The railroads do not see the human- 
itarian side of this fight. They say they 
will pay if they have to, but that is 
ll.“

MEN GO OUI 
A WAGE STRIKE 


Newly-Formed Union Calls Men 
Out When Scale of Pay De- 
manded Is Refused. | 


About 550 moving van drivers, chauf- 
feurs and helpers were on strike this 
morning, following a decision reached at 
a meeting last night to walk out unless 
the’ employers recognized their newly 
formed union and put their wage scale 
into effect today. 

The van drivers’ union was formed in 
June and it is making its first demand 
on employers. The union scale provides 
for $20.50 a week for chauffeurs, $17.50 
for drivers, $16.50 for helpers and $18.50 
for furniture packers. 

The men are also asking for a 10-hour 
day, with time and one-half for over- 
time after 7 p. m. They ask for 70 per 
cent of the charge made to household- 
ers for moving, where they are work- 
ing on a percentage basis, instead of the 
50 per cent most of the companies now 
pay them. 

A scale submitted a week ago by an 
association of the employers which 
called for wages of $18 for chauffeurs, 
$17 for drivers, $16 for helpers and $17 
for packers, was turned down by the 
union. 

Nearly every moving and storage com- 
pany in the city is affected by the strike. 
The men appeared this morning for 
work, and on learning that their de- 
mands would not be granted they left 
the stables. 

Several officials of the various com- 
panies said they did not think any at- 
tempt: would be made today to fill the 
places of the strikers. The men were 
picketing the various stables, but no 
attempt was made by any of the com- 
panies to start their vans. 

The managers of two. of the smaller 
companies notified the union about 9 
o’clock that they were willing to sign 
the agreement with the organization. 
These were the Grand Central Express 
Co. at 3350 Easton avenue and the Olive 
Moving Co. at 393 Easton avenue. The 
union officials had not heard from the 
managers of the larger companies. 

Leville J. Withrow, president of the 
Acme Moving and Storage Co., and head 
of the St. Louis Moving and Storage 
Association, said that 22 companies, em- 
ploying 180 trucks and vans, are affect- 
ed by the strike. 

The companies, he said, have a week’s 
work ahead and the strike comes in the 
busiest part of the year. He asked 
Thomas Coyne, representative of the 
strikers, why the men had chosen the 
busiest season to strike. 


Wouldn't Wait for Dull Season, 
Coyne replied, according to Withrow, 


that the strike was called because the 
union men are not fools and were not 
going to wait for a dull season to 
strike, when the employers would laugh 
at them.’’ 

A meeting of the members of the as- 
sociation will be held in the offices of 
the Langan & Taylor company, at 
Fuclid avenue and Delmar boulevard, 
this afternoon, to discuss the advisa- 
bility of asking the employes to arbi- 
trate. 

A van of the Wagner Bros. Moving 
ahd Storage Co. was sent early this 
morning to 4808A Delmar boulevard 
to move the furniture of Mrs. Mary 
Meyers to another flat in the West 
End. After the strikebreakers ac- 
companying the wagon had -carried 
about half the furniture, including 


eight strikers appeared and chased 
the men away from their work. 

The strikers then telephoned to the 
office of the storage company and 
told the proprietors to take the wag- 
on off the streets quick or they would 
break it up. Then the men unloaded 
the wagon and carried all of the fur- 
niture back into the house from 
which it had | been taken.

“TOUR ENIOINS 
MILK STRIKERS 
AS INDIVIDUALS 


Forbids Them to Use Threats or 
Violence Against Dairy Com- 
pany’s Employes. 


An injunction decree, forbidding ths 
striking milk wagon drivers to inter- 
fere with or intimidate the employes 
or customers of the St. Louis Dairy Co., 
or to destroy or damage its property, 
was handed down this morning by Cir- 
cuit Judge Anderson. 

Judge Anderson does not enjoin the 


milk wagon drivers’ union, as the com- 
pany’s petition asked him to, but he 
directs the injunction against its chief 
officers and a number of members, who 
are named, and their confederates, as- 
sociates, representatives or agents.“ 

The strikers and their representatives 
are forbidden: 

(1) To interfere with any person em- 
ployed by the company, or desiring to 
enter its employ, by the use of threats, 
personal violence, intimidation; insult- 
ing or offensive language, or any other 
means calculated to terrorize or alarm. 

(2) To undertake to induce or cause 
any employe of the company to quit its 
employ or fail to perform his duties. 

(3) To congregate or loiter about the 
company’s premises in such manner or 
in such numbers as to impede or inter- 
fere with free ingress and egress of 
employes and customers, or (4) as to in- 
timidate, terrorize or interfere with the 
employes or customers. 
ers. 

(5) To congregate about or follow 
the wagons or trucks of the company 
in such manner or numbers as to in- 
timidate or terrorize the employes 
driving them, or customers, or (6) to 
eHdeavor by intimidation, violence or 
threats to induce customers not to 
purchase dairy products, or (7) to de- 
stroy or damage any of the company’s 
property, or to attempt to do so. 

Order Is Temporary. 

The injunction is a temporary one, 
holding until further order of the 
court. An injunction suit filed by the 
Grafeman Dairy Co. is pending. 

The decree will not prevent peaceful 
picketing, or peaceful attempts to dis- 
suade customers from purchasing milk. 

D. C. Kerckhoff, president of the 
Pevely Dairy Co., by a flank movement 
yesterday, seized ground which has been 
held by the striking milk drivers at the 
southeast corner of Grand and Chou- 
tea avenues, by taking a lease on it, and 
when the strikers appeared this morn- 
ing, expecting to occupy their usual van- 
tage point, in the shade of a sign board 
on the vacant lot, which is diagonally 
opposite the dairy company’s plant, they 
were confronted by a “No Trespassing”’ 
sign and were told by the police that 
they would have to keep off. 

The vacant lot has been the rendezvous 
of the strikers from the beginning. From 
there they could observe everything go- 
ing on at the dairy plant and the going 
and coming of the wagons. It was the 
scene of Tuesday evening’s shooting. 

Kerchoff says he has taken a long 
lease on it and will not permit any- 
body to trespass upon it. 

Sends Out 11 Wagons. 

The, company sent out 11 retail 
wagons today, an increase of three over 
the number sent out on previous days. 
On each were three policemen. Only 
three strikers were permitted by the 
police to follow each wagon. The drivers 
had been disarmed by order of the po- 
lice and will not be permitted hereafter 
to have weapons on the wagons. Presi- 
dent Kerckhoff said the company would 
not attempt to send out more than 11 
wagons daily until it is seen whether 
there is to be a railroad strike, as if 
that should occur the company would 
not be able to get enough milk to keep 
the wagons going. 

No settlement of the strike was in 
prospect today, following the failure 
of the conference brought about by 
President. Thompson of the Police 
Board, in the board’s room at Police 
Headquarters yesterday afternoon. 
Thompson was the fourth person who 
has endeavored to settle the strike, 
the others having been Federal and 
State labor officials and Father 
Dempsey. 

Concessions Offered by Men. 

The strikers’ representatives, at 
the Police Headquarters’ meeting, 
named, for the first time, the lowest 
wage scale they would accept. It is 
$16 a week and 4 per cent commission 
on all sales. The dairymen refused 
to go above their previous offer of 
$15 and 2 percent. The strikers orig- 
inally demanded $18 and 6 per cent. 

Business Agent Barr of the Milk Driv- 


ers’ Union said this morning that the 


union representatives were willing to go 
into another conference with the dairy- 
‘men and would be willing to be locked 
in and stay until an agreement should 
be reached.

From the time he landed in Boston from the New York steamer until he 
retired to his rooms there were enthusiastic demonstrations for’ the former 


President. 


“I come here to Maine to advocate 
the election of Charles E. Hughes as 
President of the United States, and the 


election of a Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives to support him, and to give 
some of the reasons why in my judg- 
ment it would be a grave misfortune for 
the people of the United States to re- 
elect Mr. Wilson. 

“IT make no merely partisan appeal. 
I ask the support of ail good citizens 
for our cause, I ask the support of all 
good Americans. And I not merely ask, 
but demand as a matter of right, that 
every citizen voting this year shall con- 
sider the question at issue from the 
standpoint of America, and not from 
the standpoint of any other nation. 


True American Can Have 
No Divided Allegiance. 


The root idea of American citizen- 
ship, the necessary prerequisite for pat- 
riotic service at home, and for’ service 
to mankind at large, is that there shall 
be in our citizenship no dual allegiance. 
There must be no divided loyalty be- 
tween this country and the country from 
which any of our citizens, or the an- 
cestors of any of our citizens, have 
come. The policy of the United States 
must be shaped with a view to two 
conditions only; first, with a view to 
the honor and interest of the United 
States, and second, with a view to its 
interest of the world as a whole, It 
is, therefore, our high and solemn 
duty, both to prepare our own strength 
so as to guarantee our own safety, and 
also to treat every foreign nation, in 
any given crisis, as its conduct in that 
crisis demands. The citizen who does 
not so act, and who endeavors to shape 
America’s policy in the interest of the 
country from which he or his ancesters 
have sprung, is no true American, and 
has no moral right to citizenship in this 
country. Any attempt to organize Amer- 
ican citizens along litico-racial lines 
is a foul and evil thi Any organiza- 
tion of American citizens which acts in 
the interest of a foreign Power is 
guilty of moral treason to the republic. 
It is because of such action that 1 
condemn those professional German- 
Americans who in our politics act as 
servants and allies of Germany, not as 
Americans interested solely in the honor 
and welfare of America; and I would 
condemn just as quickly English-Amer- 
icans or French-Americans or Irish- 
Americans who acted in such manner. 

“Americanism is a matter of the spirit, 
of the soul, of the mind; not of birth- 
place or creed. We care nothing as to 
where any man was born, or as to the 
land from which his forefathers came, 
so long as he is wholeheartedly and in 
good faith an American and nothing 
else. If the man is a good American 
we care nothing as to his creed, wheth- 
er he be Protestant, Catholi¢, or Jew; 
we care nothing whether his ancestors 
came over in the Mayflower, or wheth- 
er he himself was born in England or 
Ireland, in France or Germany, in 
Scandinavia or Russia. Some of the very 
best Americans I have ever known were 
men who were born abroad; and in 
every great period of American history, 
the Americans who deserved best of 
their country have included men of dif- 
ferent creeds; men whose ancestors had 
for generations lived on this soil; and 
other men who themselves, or whose 
parents, had come from some of the 
lands of the old world. But all these 
men alike acted as Americans and noth- 
ing else, and with an undivided loyalty 
to this nation, and not with a half-loy- 
alty to this nation and a half-loyalty to 
some old world nation. 

“During the last two years we have 
seen an evil revival in this country of 
non-American and anti-American divi- 
sion along politico-racial lines; and we 
owe this primarily to the fact that 
President Wilson ha& lacked the cour- 
age and the vision to lead this nation 
in the path of high duty, and by this 
lack of affirmative leadership has loos- 
eped the moral fiber of our people, has 

akened our national spirit, and has 
encouraged the upgrowth within our 
borders of separatism. along the lines of 
racial origin. When our own Govern- 
ment so acted as to bring shame on all 
our people, it shook the spirit of loyalty 
among those to whom it was vital that 
loyalty should be taught. Fulé-hearted 
allegiance is shattered by the Govern- 
ment that fails to uphold the honor and 
interest of the nation by immediate and 
effective action when the lives of its 
citizéns. are menaced or taken by for- | 
eign Powers.

The cause of preparedness is insep- 
arably connected with the cause of 
Americanism, of patriotism, of whole- 
hearted loyalty to this nation and to all 
for which all the great men of this na- 
tion in the past have stood.

We 
should follow the examples of the free 
democracies of Switzerland and Austra- 
lia. There should be in this country a 
system of univergal obligatory military 
training in time eace, and in time 
of war universal ser in whatever 
capacity the man or woman shall be 
judged most fit to serve the Common- 
wealth.

And on April 23, 1914, Mr. Wilson again 
changed his mind and ordered that tne 
embargo on arms be restored. But on 
May 15 he changed his mind again, and 
the embargo was lifted so far as ship- 
ments to Tampico and other Mexican 
ports were concerned. On May 2, the 
cargoes of arms which we had refused 
to allow to land at Vera Cruz were ac- 
cordingly landed elsewhere and sent to 
Huerta; while on June 2 the Carranzis- 
tas got theirs through Tampico. On 
Sept. 9 the embargo was lifted every- 
where and during the next few months 
military supplies of all kinds crossed 

the border for all of the Mexican fac- 
tions. 

“On Oct. 29, 1915, when all the factions 
had been amply supplied, Mr. Wilson 
again restored the embargo as to all fac- 
tions except the Carranzistas. On Oct. 2

Ander eine et did not 3 with 
him, On Dec. 10, 1915, he said that it 
was ‘None of our business what the 
Me did with their Government, so 
long I have the power to prevent it 
nobody shall butt in to alter it for them.“ 
Yet at that very time he had been ‘butt- 
ing-in’ for two years, and he has been 
‘butting-in’ ever since; and he has 
avowed that he wished to alter it for 
them in all kinds of ways, from land 
tenures up and down. But as he never 
followed any policy of either interven- 
tion or non-intervention with any reso- 
jution—always yielding at the critical 
moment to some bandit chief of whom 
he beeame fearful—both his spasms of 
intervention and. his spasms of non-in- 
tervention have alike been entirely fu- 
tile. In August, 1913, he sent a special 
envoy to Mexico to tell Huerta he would 
not recognize him. He announced this 
himself in a note in October, and on 
Dec. 2 he announced he would not deal 
with the Huerta Government. This was 
intervention, and nothing else; it was 
such intervention as if in 1877 some 
European Government had declined to 
recognize Hayes as President, and in- 


sisted upon the seating of Tilden. Mr. 


Wilson intervened when he turned 
Villa against Huerta. He intervened 
when be turned against Villa, and rec- 
ognized Carranza, 

At one time Mr. Wilson’s policy of 
intervention produced such unhappy re- 
sults that on June 2, 1915, he issued a 


Col. Roosevelt’s 
Definition of 


Americanism. 
A MERICANISM is a matter 


of the spirit, of the soul, 

of the mind; not of birth- 

place or creed. We care nothing 

as to where any man was born, or 

as to the land from which his 

forefathers came, so long as he is 

pewholeheartedly and in good faith 
an American and nothing else. If 
the man is a good American we 

care nothing as to his creed, wheth- 

er he be Protestant, Catholic or 

Jewave care nothing whether his 

ancestors came over in the May- 

flower, or whether he himself was 

born in England or Ireland, in 

France’ or Germany, in Scandi- 

navia or Russia. Some of the very 

@est Americans I have ever known 
were men who were born abroad; 

and in every great period of Amer- 

ican history, the Americans who 

deserved best of their country have 

included men of different creeds; 
men whose ancestors had for gen- 

erations lived on this soil; and oth- 

er men who themselves, or whose 

parents, had come from some of 

the lands of the old world. But 


formal warning to the Mexican factions 
in which he said that “Mexico is ap- 
parently no nearer a solution of her 
tragical troubles than she was when the 
“revolution was first kindl She has 
ept by civil war if by fire.

ted for a sufficient length of time, we 
shall surely face national shipwreck. 

Wo are told that the mass of voters, 
the mass of the American people, will 
approve the policy of the administra- 
tion, the policy of drift, the policy of 
spineless failure to do our duty to our- 
selves: and to others because they be- 
lieve in safety first.’’ Such being the 
case, it is worth while examining just 
what ‘safety’ or ‘safety first’ means, and 
how far a policy based only on consid- 
erations of safety is materially advan- 
tageous and morally justifiable. 

“To treat ‘safety’ as an indispensable 
element of any continuous national pol- 
icy is eminently proper. It is indispen- 
sable to wisdom that we shall shape 
our military policy so as to make our- 
selves—our home oountry, our canal 
zone, all our islands—absolutely safe 
against successful attack by any great 
European or Asiatic military Power. 
To this extent safety coihcides with 
duty. But this ultimate safety in the 
future is to be obtained, not by shirk- 
ing, but by performing, our duty in the 
present. When President Wilson two 
years ago assured the American nation 
that there was no need for prepared- 
ness, no need for worry about our mili- 
tary shortcomings, no need for self-sac- 
rifice and effort in order to make good 
these shortcomings he was sacrificing 
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our future safety to.considerations of 
momentary political popularity obtained 
by pandering to popular desire for the 
enjoyment of material ease, and the 
avoidance of effort and of serious fac- 
ing of duty: but he put it last as com- 
pared to momentary enjoyment of ease 
and material pleasures, and lazy refusal! 
to face facts. I hold that this was ex- 
actly the reverse of what he ought to 
have done. I hold that it is. our clear 
duty to sacrifice some of our present 
ease and soft enjoyment of material 
things in order to guarantee our future 
national safety. I hold that we should 
provide for the ample safeguarding of 
the heritage which our fathers left us 
and which our children should receive 
from us undiminished. I, therefore, be- 
lieve, a8 I have before said, that not 


only should we provide a big and effi- 


cient navy and a small and efficient 
regular army, but that we should also 
provide for a system of obligatory mili- 
tary training of our young men, on the 
Swiss and Australian models. With all 
my heart I believe in insuring the safe- 
ty that can only come through the full 
performance of duty, by the exercise of 
courage and forethought under compul- 
sion of a high sense of honor and pa- 
triotism. 

“But this is not in the least what 
Mr. Wilson’s advocates mean when they 
ask us to support him, because he and 
they are for ‘safety first.’ They are for 
the unworthy safety that is merely ob- 
tained by the abandonment of cuty. 
They are for the momentary safety 
which shortsighted men secure when 
they purchase escape from present risk. 
and effort at the cost of future disaster. 
They are for the ‘safety’ of each man 
to spend his time in money-making and 
in flabby ease, at the cost of-rernaining 
untrained and unfit to render service to 
the nation in the nation’s hour of reed. 
They are for the mean safety which this 
nation secured when it treated The 
Hague conventions, which it had signed, 
like scraps of paper and declined to 
make even a protest on kehalf of tor- 
tured Belgium. They are for the safety 
this nation temporarily secdred by tame 
submission to the murder of its men, 
women and children on land by Mexican 
bandits, and at sea in the Lusitania ind 
similar cases by German submarines. 
This kind of ‘safety first’ means duty 
last, hofior last, courage last: I do not 
believe in it. I believe that it is »btained 
at the cost of moral degradation in the 
present and at the risk of naivnal ruin 
in the future. 


Safety First Not a Worthy - 
Slogan if We Forget Duty 


“In Maine there arc many seafaring 
folks. I can illustrate what I mean 
about the use and abuse of the word 
safety by the life-saving service. This js 
a service especially designed to secure 
greater safety for ships’ crews, and gen- 
rally for persons whose lives are im- 
periled on the water. It is a service to 
secure safety. But the safety is secured 
only because some brave men are will- 
ing to risk their own lives in order to 
save others“ lives. They do not put 
‘safety first,’ as far as they themselves 
are concerned. If they did, no lifeboat 
would ever be launched from a life-sav- 
ing station. But the man on a sinking 
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lies of the guardsmen who go in want.

I will say this for them, however 
When they get ashore they do not wear 
buttons to commemorate. the feat—as 
some of our opponents in the present 
campaign do. 

‘“Life-saying medals are granted every 
year. Each medal means that a life 
has been saved; and each means als. 
that in order to save it another life as 
been put in jeopardy. The ‘safety first’ 
class does not get such medals. Ever# 
life-saving crew is composed of men 
who are tough, hardy and well trained. 
They put safety first as far as self - in- 
dulgence and soft ease, and mere money- 
getting are concerned; otherwise they 
would be helpless in a storm. But where 
duty and safety are concerned, they put 
duty first and safety last. 

“T wish to see this nation act in sim- 
ilar fashion, both as regards its cn 
safety and as regards tl:e performance 
of international duty. I wish to see it 
by forethought, by effort and hard 
training, and by the cultivation of a 
broad and intense feeling of national en- 
deavor and national patriotism to so de- 
velop its courage and its efficient 
strength as to be able to hold its own 
against any possible aggression; and 
then I wish to see it put duty first, not 
safety first, when any small. well-oe- 
haved people is treated as Belgium has 
been treated. I stand for the safety 
that is obtained by the performance of 
duty. I do not stand for the safety tat 
obtained by the sacrifice of duty. 

“I believe that when the Ame-cican 
people realize that the issue is wjuare- 
ly before them they will put duty first 
and not safety first; and I believe that 
only by so doing will they secure real 
and ultimate safety. I believe that they 
will support a policy of national action 
demanding a spirit of nationai courage. 
The American people are at heart moral 
idealists and enthusiasts; and in the 
past they have again and again respond- 
ed to some appeal for practical action, 
calling for idealism to perceive it and 
enthusiasm and self-devotion in order to 
achieve it. 


Puritan Fathers Believed 
in Fightmg for Rights 
“The men who came across the ocean 
in the seventeenth century to found here 
a new nation were men of courage and 
energy inspired by idealism and enthu- 
siasm. Under that inspiration they at- 
tempted and accomplished the Ameri- 
can Revolution; and later entered on the 
experiment of self-government, founding 
a new nation “conceived in liberty and 
dedicated to the proposition that all men 
are equal.“ There were men of little 


j 


faith among them, men of the ‘safety 
first’ type, of the professional pacifist 
type; but in the end our forefathers re- 
jected the leadership of these men, and 
followed the leadership of Washington. 

“Since then our population has been 
swollen by immigration; and our immi- 
grants have generally been men of cour- 
age, energy and enterprise; a large pro- 
portion have been men of moral enthu- 
siasm. They dared to leave the old 
world on the chance of starting a new 
life for themselves and their children| 
under new conditions. On the whole the 
men and women who were called to our 
shores were the picked men and women 
of their countries. A nation drawing 
its blood from such sources is funda- 
mentally sound, and in the end it will 
support a plan which combines practi- 
eal action with genuine idealism. 

“In 1860 the question whether the 
American people would allow the indefi- 
nite extension of slavery on the Amer- 
ican continent became acute. Conserva- 
tism. said, Let well enough alone; timid- 
ity said, Let us have peace; business in- 
terests said, Safety first; the spirit of 
pacifism said, Let us compromise, for 
the evils of slavery are not to be com- 
pared with the evils of civil war and 
possible dissolution of the Union. 

“To these arguments, so plausible that 
apparently they carried the great major- 
ity of the nation and had the support 
of multitudes of the best men both in 
chuch and state, Abraham Lincoln an- 
swered in his Cooper Union speech: 
‘Either slavery is right or wrong; if it 
is right, we ought«to do all that the 
South asks of us; if it is wrong, we have 
no right to allow -it in territory under 
our control.” To this principle he ad- 
hered through the political campaign 
which elected him, through the dark 
and dangerous days of the interregnum 
after his election, and through all the 
tragedy of the Civil War. The Ameri- 
can people responded to the appeal and 
sustained in practical fashion the great 
moral principle Lincoln set forth and 
embodied. They put duty first and safe- 
ty second. I do not believe that we of 
this generation have sunk so far below 
our sires as to be incapable of respond- 
ing in similar fashion to a similar ap- 
peal, 

In 1896 Mr. Bryan initiated the cam- 
paign for free silver. He was a popular 
speaker. The arguments for free silver 
were popular, and indeed plausible. They 
were: Our bonds are payable in coin; 
why substitute gold? If silver has depre- 
clated, gold has appreciated; why sac- 
rifice the debtor class to the gold bugs? 
Recognized experts have declared in fa- 
vor of bimetallism. Why abandon it? 


Why ask the consent of Europe to con- 
tinue it? Why not go it alone? The 


simple answer was, It is not right for a 
naiton to pay its debts to the world in 
anything less than the world’s curren- 
ey. As fairly representing the nation- 
al conviction which led to the national 
act, I quote a statement at tne time 
by a noted clergyman: ‘It is rarely mor- 
ally wise to do to another what he 
thinks unjust. It is never morally right 
to enter on a course of action as to the 
justice of which the actor is himself in 
doubt. These principles are as applicable 
to nations as to individuals.“ It was 
right to show that free silver would 
bring material disaster to the nation, 
but it was primarily the moral appeal 
to the conscience of the people which 
defeated Mr. Bryan in 1896. 


‘‘Wilson’s Four Years Opiate 
to Spirit of Idealism” 


‘In 1898 the conditions in Cuba had 
betome unbearable to the American peo- 
ple. When full knowledge was obtained 
of what had been done in the island, it 
raised in this country a storm of moral 
indignation which was trresistible. The 
argument of the pacifists at that time 
was the same as the argument of the 
pacifists of today. They varied between 
an unhealthy sentimentality and a still 
more unhealthy materialism. They said 
that we were not concerned with the 
injustice practiced by a foreign Govern- 
ment on a foreign people; that it was no 
business of ours; that the Cubans should 
be permitted to fight their own battles; 
and that the blood spilling“ in Cuba 
was not our affair. Ine answer then 
was the answer we ought to make now: 
We are our brother's keeper; injustice 
whenever and wherever perpetratd does 
concern us; and whether we act or not, 
no considerations of self-interest should 
prevent our legitimate expression of that 
concern. 

“Then followed the question of the 
Philippines. The arguments of the so- 
called anti-imperialists were much like 
the arguments of the pacifists of today. 
Again they varied between an unhealthy 
sentimentality and an even more un- 
h materialism. They said that 
the ilippines were on the other side 
of the globe, and would never repay 
what they cost us in money; that serv- 
ing the Filipinos would not offset the 
sacrifice of the lives of American sol- 
diers; and they alternately advocated 
letting the Germans or Japanese take 
the islands, and letting the islanders 
take care of themselves, spill as 
much blood as they desired. he an- 
swer was in spirit identical with the an- 
swer of Abraham Lincoln to the pa- 
cifists of 1860: For we said that we owed 

a duty to the people we had set free, 
* —— not abandon them to anarchy

and chaos. Again we 2 primar - | 
ily not to the pocket, but to the con- 
science; not to self-interest, but to the 
sense of honor, of the American people. 
Again the appeal was successful. 

“Since 1912 we have had four years of 
a policy which has been an opiate to the 
spirit of idealism. It has meant the re- 
laxation of our moral fiber. Horror ot 
war, combined with a sordid appeal 
to self-interest and to fear, has para- 
lyzed the national conscience. We have 
been told that Americans, if they do not 
wish to be killed, should leave Mexico 
and should keep off the ocean; that to 
save a few American lives it is not 
worthwhile to hazard the lives of Amer- 
ican soldiers; that Mexicans should be 
allowed to spill blood to their hearts’ con- 
tent; that the European war is no con- 
cern of ours; that even as between Bel- 
gium and Germany we should be neu- 
tral not only in act, but in sympathy. 
Not once has President Wilson squarely 
placed before the American people the 
question which Abraham Lincoln put be- 
fore the American people in 1860; what is 
our duty? Not once has he appealed to 
moral idealism, to the stern enthusiasm 
of strong men for the right. On the con- 
trary, he has employed every elocution- 
ary device to lull to sleep our sense of 
duty, to make us content with words in- 
stead of deeds, to Make our moral ideal- 
ism and enthusiasm evaporate in emp- 
ty phrases instead of being reduced to 
concrete actian. America as a nation 
has been officially kept in a position of 
timid indifference and cold sélfishness. 
America, which sprang to the succor of 
Cuba in 1898, has stood an idle specta- 
tor of the invasion of Belgium, of the 
sinking of the Lusitania, of the con- 
tinued slaughter of our own citizens, and 
of the reign of anarchy, rapine and mur- 
der in Mexico.

brave heart and a steady hand. Under 
his lead America could and should have 
put itself at the head of all the neutral 
nations, by its example if not by direct 
diplomatic agreements, in demanding 
that the war should be conducted in 
accordance with the usage of civilized 
nations, that international law should 
be observed, that the rights of neutrals 
and non-combatants should be respected. 
If this spirit had animated our admin- 
istration there would probably have been 
no invasion of Belgium, no fears of a 
like fate to terrorize other smaller na- 
tions, no torpedoing of merchant ves- 
sels, no bombarding of churches and hos- 
pitals, no massacreing of women and 
children, no murder of Miss Cavell, no 
attempted extermination of the Armeni- 
ans and Syrian Christians. We cannot 
undo what has been done. But we can 


.repudiate what has been done. We can 


regain our own self-respect and the re- 
spect of other nations for this country. 
We can put in power an administration 
which will throughout its term df power 
protect our own citizens and live up to 
our national obligations.

[DAUES TO OPPOSE. 
KINLOCH POLIGE 
SIGNAL CONTRACT 


Comptroller Player Will Resist 
Payment if Commissioners 
Renew Agreement. 


The Police Board this afternoon will 
vote on approval of the minutes of Its 
meeting Aug. 18, when its contract with 
the Kinloch Telephone Co. for equip- 
ment of police signal boxes was ordered 


canceled. Walter D. Thompson, Presi- 
dent of the Board, who also is a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of the Kin- 
loch company, originally voted against 
the cancellation of the contract. 

George McD. Johns, superintendent of 
the Fire and Police Telegraph System, 
acting on information that Thompson 
intended at this afternoon's meeting to 
cause the. board to set aside the can- 
céllation of the contract, has obtained 
an opinion from City Counselor Daues 
that such action could legally be pre- 
vented. 

Loss to the City. 

A renewal of the Kinloch contract, 
according to Supt. Johns, would result 
in a loss of $9790.95 which the city has 
expended for equipment for a city- 
owned system to take the place of the 
Kinloch equipment. + 

Supt. Johns said the equipment of the 
police call boxes and of the red signal 
lights at the boxes is obsolete and 
rapidly is becoming almost useless. He 
said that more than a year ago he sug- 
gested to former President McPheeters 
of the Police Board and Thomas Maf- 
fitt, member, that at the expiration of 
the contract the city install its own sys- 
tem. 


At their 4frection, he said, he began 
purchasing the equipment for a new 
system, the total cost of which would. 
be 6, 00. An examination of the Kin- 
loch contract, he said, revealed that it 
contained a joker in that each of the 
570 police boxes constituted a separate 
contract expiring five years from the 
date of its installation. The city was 
required to gtve 80 days’ notice before 
terminating the contract for each box. 


Resolution to Cancel Contract, 

At a meeting Aug. 18 a resolution 
‘was adopted cancelling the contracts 
for all boxes. President McPheeters, 
Maffitt and John J. Sheahan voted 
for the resolution, and Thompson, 
who was a new member of the board, 
voted against it. Prior to this meet- 
ing acting Governor Painter had 
called for McPheeters’ resignation as 
a member of the board. 

Since that meeting McPheeters and 
Maffitt have retired from the board. 
Under the board’s rules an action 
taken by the board is not final until 
the minutes are approved at the next 


ay or | 
Supt. Johns said yesterday that he had 


been informed that President Thompson 
had taken steps looking to a reconsid- 
ération of the cancellation of the con- 
tract at this afternoon’s meeting. -He 
said he had been informed by the City 
Counselor that if necessary to prevent a 
renewal of the Kinloch contract he 
would file an injunction suit against 
the board. Comptroller Player said he 
would refuse to pay the rental fixed in 
any renewal of the contract. 

Under the existing contract the Kin- 
loch company furnishes the equipment 
contained in the police call boxes. The 
city maintains the service and does all 
repair work, except to supply new parts 
for the Kinloch’s equipment. 

The city pays the Kinloch $3222.31 a 
year under the contract. Thus in five 
years the city would pay the Kinloch 
an amount equal to the total cost of a 
8 system operated entirely by the 

Thompson» Explanation. 

Thompson said to a Pust-Disputch re- 
porter this morning that the Police 
Board would follow a “slow and care- 
ful” policy in its action on the tele- 
Phone service, which he termed a vi- 
tal matter.” He said the record of the 
board’s action contained nothing to 
warrant city officials in the assumption 
that the boards former action would be 
set aside. 

He referred the reporter to Silas Ben- 
edict, supervising electrician of the Po- 
lice Department, who formerly held 
John’s place. Benedict said he thought 
the rental system superior, in efficien- 

cy and economy, to city ownership. He 
4 out that the city, starting out 
with new equipment, would in a few 
years be at a large expense for replac- 
ing the equipment, whereas the Kin- 
loch company keeps new equipment sup- 
piled wherever it is needed. He also 
sald that, with a city system, the Po- 
lice Department would still have to 
rent a considerable number of Kinloch 
telephones.

Pantomime Is Feature of Cele- 
bration Closing the Play- 
grounds Season. 


* - 


ATHLETIC CONTESTS HELD 


Elmer Runge of Columbus 
Square Is Declared Best Indi- 
vidual Contestant. ‘ 


A pantomime adopted from Brown- 
ing’s “The Pied Piper of Hamlin,” 
Was presented on the “As You Like 
It” stage in Forest Park yesterday 
afternoon by 700 children in celebra- 
tion of the closing of the city’s pub- 
lic playgrounds season. 

The performance, which was a riot 
of color, followed the author's story 
accurately, and consisted of well-ex- 
ecuted dances stepped to tuneful airs. 

The opening scene represented the 
market place of Hamlin, where mer- 
chants and buyers were driven from 
the stalls, ahd children from their 
games by rats, which ate the food 
and wares for sale, and gnawed at 
people’s ankles. Dances executed in 
this scene were a children’s polka, 
German Klap, Russian, Dutch and 
Spanish. 

The Pied Piper, impersonated by 
Miss Agnes Cady, dancing supervisor 
for the playgrounds, entered and bar- 
gained with the town officials to 
remove the rats, and, upon their 
reaching terms, piped the rats to the 
River Weser, where they were 
drowned, The townspeople were 
overjoyed to be rid of the rodents, 
but, when the piper returned for his 
compensation, they ridiculed him, and 
refused to pay. He thereupon played 
another tune on his lute, and led the 
children of the town into the mount 
‘tain’, except a little lame boy, who 
was unable to keep up with the hap- 
py band following the piper, and who 
returned to the village in tears to 
advise the mothers of the loss of 
their children. 

Plays Role of Lame Boy. 

The role of the lame boy was 
played by Melvin Kindermann, 10 
years old, 1112 North Twenty-fourth 
street, who is lame, his left leg be- 
ing withered as the result of a fall 
he sustained in infancy. 

Few in the audience realized that the 
boy was really lame, and his acting was 
roundly applauded; but his lameness, 
his crutches, his inability to keep up 


Melvin. However, he was evidently 
very proud of his stellar role yesterday, 
and the tears he shed on returning to 
the town alone were unreal. 

The second scene was set in the moun- 
tains, where the piper had enticed the 
children. Here the girls, dressed to rep- 
resent violets, butterflies and poppies, 
and the boys to represent grasshoppers, 
did several pretty dances. 

The poppies were represented by 60 
girls: from the negro playgrounds of 
‘the city, who danced barefooted. They 
shad their part, too, in the ensemble and 
received more applause than any of the 
other performers. A number of the best 
front seats for the audience were occu- 
pied by negroes. 

Toward the end of the dance of the 
poppies the piper stepped to the edge of 
the stage and motioned, as if signaling 
for someone to come, and the repentant 
townspeople entered to claim their chil- 
dren. 

Rodowe Abeken, Superintendent of 
Recreation, directed the performance. 
The costumes, for the most part, were 
made by the plgygrounds instructors 
and their assistants, who used cheese- 
cloth and Easter egg dyes very effec- 
tively. 

Athletie Contests Held. 

The rest of the day was devoted to 
athletic contests which were held on a 
field between the Pagoda Lake and the 
Lindell pavilion. ‘This field presented 
a tournament appearance. It was roped 
and on either side of it stretched tents 
with flags and banners, where the 
teams from the different playgrounds 
had their quarters. 

The Carr Park team won the dodge- 
ball and end-ball contests; Gamble Play- 
ground won at indoor baseball and De 
Soto Playground at net handball. Co- 
lumbus Square won the point pennant 
and Elmer Runge, 14, 720 North Fourth 
street, who represented Columbus 
Square, was declared the best indi- 
vidual contestant. 

Park Commissioner Nelson Cunliff dis- 
tributed the badges and pennafits: 

A crowd variously estimated at from 
7000 to 15,000 attended the exercises. 
Probably 38000 people saw “The Pied 
Piper.“

The Constitution protects the contractual free- 
dom of the individual only within such limits as 
do not infringe upon general welfare. There his 
right to make contracts or fix rates of compensa- 
tion stop. “Public policy,” in the language of the 
authorities, will not sanction contracts contrary 
to morals, health or the general good. On the 
other hand, the ancient common law contains au- 
thority for the proposition that a public utility 
which is in effect a monopoly can be regulated in 
respect of its charges; and, as bearing upon the 
charges of railroads to the public, may not rates 
of compensation which enter into those charges 
be a proper subject of regulation? Surely the 
railroads, which may be considered as one utility 
so far as the public is concerned, because they are 
affected collectively by the threatened strike, 
stand upon the same ground as a monopoly in the 
purview of the legislative power. There is ap- 
parently no limit to what Congress and the courts 
may do in the regulation of monopolistic affairs 
internal as well as external. 

Virtual assumption of railway management need 
not involve government ownership if lawmakers 
and courts regard the railways as a collective util- 
ity beyond power of control by the public but 
holding the public at its mercy~—that is to say a 
monopoly otherwise ungovernable than by laws 
and courts. That public welfare, health, the 
means of subsistence, life itself, and the very 
peace of the realm are threatened by the strike of 
the main body of railroad employes affords the 
broadest possible grounds of “public policy” and 
demands the broadest exercise of police power of 
which legislators and courts are capable. 

Certainly the gravest “emergency” exists with- 
in the law’s interpretation in connection with the 
police power. Either legislative and judicial pow- 
ers must rise to that emergency or prove useless 
as a last appeal before recourse to violence. There 
are some affairs of men beyond the powers of law 
and order to deal. with, but the compensation of 
the men who operate the nation’s most vital util- 
ity does not, in reason, seem an issue which ought 
to be left to revolution.

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,SETTLE THE MILK STRIKE. 

The public is disgusted with the milk strike. 
It has settled down to a petty display of bad 
temper, acts of violence and total disregard for 
the consumers, including the thousands of babies, 
for whose comfort both sides pledged themselves 
in the beginning of the contest. If any sympathy 
remains it is with the drivers, most of whom 
were locked out. The offer to take these locked- 
out men back came too late. The mischief had 
been done, and only by putting themselves com- 
pletely at the mercy of the employers, by aban- 
doning their union, could they profit by that 
offer. 

Why cannot the wealthy St. Louis dairymen 
afford to settle this strike as did those of Cleve- 
land? There the men received advances amount- 
ing to $10 a month and the union was recog- 
nized. The wage scale agreed upon provided for 
$80 a month for the first six months, $85 for 
the second six months and $92.50 a month there- 
after. The men were to be paid weekly and to 
have two days off each month. 

It may be quite satisfactory to the dairy 
owners to see the consumers, including thou- 


spend money on street cars daily to get milk 
that should be delivered to them. But an in- 
definite continuance of this condition will not 
tend to popularize the dairy owners Why not 
arbitrate and abide by the result of the arbitra- 
tion, as the drivers express 0 as willing 
to do?

JUST A MINUTE 


SEPTEMBER. 


EPTEMBER was the favorite month of the 
Romans, and they were careful not to let 
some politician who wanted to get his name 

in the calendar do so at her expense. One man tried 
it. He was the Emperor Domitian, who thought to 
perpetuate his name as Julius and Augustus Caesar 
had done by naming September for himself. After he 
was found dead in bed one morning with the poet 
Horace’s butcher knife sticking through his windpipe, 
it became pretty well understood that the name of 
September was hot to be changed. 

There was no finer season in the imperial city. 
Then it was that the rich returned from the baths at 
Pompeii and reoccupied their great piles on the Pala- 
tine Hill. Military life took on something of the 
charm of camping out, and there were reassuring 
crowds around the recruiting stations. Candidates in 
the fall elections began to beguile the street crowds 
with thefr meaningless sophistries. Work became less 
intolerable with the change in seasons, and there 
were fewer strikes. Business men who had been 
making a holiday of preparedness broke up their 
training camps and joined hands with the pacifists. 
It was in September that Lucullus could be seen 
slipping down to the market in quest of pawpaws. 
Crowds pressed into the cafeterias after pumpkin 
pie. Oysters resumed their place on the bill of fare in 
the full approbation of the Board of Health. In the 
cool and starry Roman night one could hear Marc 
Antony rehearsing those tender ballads with which 
he was to conquer Cleopatra. College boys came back 
to the universities and gave Rome that touch of high 
life which we can best appreciate by recalling the 
kind of candles they went to bed by. Virgil, who 
knew the autumn in Rome very much as James Whit- 
comb Riley knew it in this country, said you couldn’§ 
beat it, and you probably couldn’t. 


September was the seventh month of the Romans, 


and gets its name from their septum (seven). Oaesar 
was responsible for the place it occupies in the cal- 
endar now. He had a theory that if the quarrels be- 
tween capital and labor, which usually come to a head 
about the first of September, could be advanced to a 


‘season when they would have the advantage of a 


change in the weather, there would be fewer strikes. 
Labor readily agreed to this, and freely admitted 
that it felt more like working after the heated term. 
Capital, however, doubted the wisdom of such a 
change.
